and theirs. Thirdly, becauſemany of our countrie

| expreſletheſe few things which haue come to my 
knowledge,touching the innumerable benefites & 
bleſsings with which ir hath pleaſed God to adorn 
her royall Maieftie,together with the flouriſhing e- 
| Ntateof thatnoble ſoyle, ſince the time of her Ma- 
icſties raigne,ſoflouriſhing with peace, proſperitie, 
 andabundancein glorie of warres, ſo renowmed 
and victorious in artes, ſo curious and excellent in 
iuſtice,cuen to the yerie enemie,ſo admirable, and 
(which ſurpaſſeth all thereſt)in the free, ſweet,and 
comfortable vie of the truereligion: ſo abouec all o- 
thers bleſſed and fortunate, that I haue hearde the 
verie Spaniardes themſclues ſaie, they feare Telus 
Chriſt is becomea proteſtant. Withal, I make ſome 
compariſon betweene this and the tyrannicall go- 
ucrnmentof the Spaniſh tyrant, his cruell and in- 
humane vſage of his miſcrable ſubiects, theyr abo- 
lition of their priuiledges, and in fine, the vnſpea- 
kable bondage, flauerie, and deſolate deſpayre in 
which they liuelanguiſhing.A matter though farre 
vnfit tor meeto handleor treate,but wotthie of the 
moſt graue and experienced men of qualitie and 
higheſt degree,yet conſidering Iſhall not preſume 
totreate of matters of high Nate or ſecrets, butſuch 
_ ascuerie good ſubiec may find and pick out of the 
_heroicall actions of the one, and the tyrannicall in- 
ſolence 
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Enghjh Fugitines, 
ſolence of the other, both von in theappearance of 
the world,l hope and ſo withall lowlynefle moſt 
humblie defire hergraciousand moſt benigne Ma- 
ieſtie to pardon mee,if I come tarre ſhort of that 
which men fitter for the handling therof could faie 
or intreat. And ſo moſt humbly alſo make petition, 
that I may therin be cenſured according to the loi- 


 . allzealeIbeareto her moſt princely Maicſtie, and 


not tothe baſeneſſe and ſimplicity of my ſtile orthe 
handling thereof. 

But to come to my Diſcourſe, to the end that 
you and thereſt of your opinion, may clecrely and 
plainly diſcerne thoſe things which hetherto your 
efcs blinded with the vaile of partialitic, haue not 
bin able to view: I will begin with the good viage, 
honor and aduancement that you and other Gen- 
tlemen addicted tothis ſeruice are heere to expe, 
bringing vnto you for example,ſundric brauc and 
worthie Gcntlemen, Captaines, and fouldiers,that 
haue taken the lyke c—_ before you, wherby you 
ſhalpercciue it is notall gold that gliſtreth, but that 
whatſoeuer ſhew the Spaniard maketh vnto vs,yet 
in his harthe mortally abhorreth vs,&by all mcans 
poſsibleſceketh our deſtruction,ruine, & ſubuerti- 
on,as itcuidentlyappeareth by his vſage of rroupes 
and companies of our nation that haue ſerued hit: 
For cxample: at the ſiege of AHntwarpe there ca: 112 
vnto him vnderthe condutt of Norris and Cornſh,a 
troup of fix thouſand,the talleſt and beſt appointed 
louldiers,that cuerI remember to hane feenc in a'l 
my lyfe, theyr comming becing rhe onely canie 
B 3 tha 
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that the towhe was fo loone delivered vnto him as 
it was. For whereas the Duke of Ax Jaie vnder 
the walles of Gann, with ſufficient force and mot 
deliberaterciolution to luccouurthe ſayd rowneof 
Antwarpevpon his mutinie,tcaring turther incon- 
uenience,hemarchedawaie with his whole camp, 
leauing the enzmic now battering the towne, who 
ſecing themlclucs truftrate of their expeed hope, 
preſently rendered the ſame ro the Duke of Parma, 
But how were they recompeneed 2 V Vitain one 
yecre they were |: alito tamith tor tiunger, which 
ſome of them {ceking to relecuc, by toreranging 
out ypon the Countric,foure and rwentic of them 
weretaken and carried 19 £/ztwarpe,of whoſe be- 
ginning they were the chicteſt, and there openlye 
hangedin the market place. Whereas all other na- 
tions had libertie to robbe and ſteale, and do what 
they hiſt. Another troupe of them of thirtic, bee- 
ing foorth, andlying ina village neere Poppering in 
Flanders,a company of Spaniards hearing of them, 
came into the village where they were, and alter 
friendly and ſouldierlye falutation of each fide, as 
they wereallmaking merrietogether,ona ſodayne 
the Spapiardes tooke them at aduauntage vnar- 
med,and moſt trecheroufly and inhumanely mvr- 
thered them euerie one. Sundritcomplaintswere 
made to the Duke by the friendes of thoſe that 
were thus murthered,and by the Captaines of the 
Regiment, but there could beeno remedie nor iu- 
{tice obtained. But to make amendes, becauſe they 
would bee the cleanlier ridde of the reſtdue of this 
poore

poore miſerable troupe, the campe beeing thenbe- 
tore Winockbergen,they made them two little fortes 
ofpurpoſe,in which they willingly placed them in 
thevtmoſt quarter of the whole.camp, and necreſt 
confining to the towne,totheend they mighthaue 
all their throates cut, as in deed they had veric few 
nightes after. At which time the enemie aſſaulting 
them with great furie, and they defending them- 
ſelucs moſt manfully aboue the ſpace of an houre, 
in ſuch ſortas the alarum paſſed through the whole 
campe,yet they were neuer releeued with any ſuc- 
cour at all,inſomuch that the greateſt part of them 
becing flaine in defence, the enemie at laſt entered 
and put the reſtdueto the ſwoord. | 

To rehearſe vnto you the ſundrie and ſeuerall 
calamities that theſe poore men, as well Captaines 
as ſouldiers endured, during the ſmall time of that 
theyr vnfortunarteſeruice, c{peciallye at Ganskecke, 
Aske,and Grauer,wouldſceme(I am ſure) vntoyou 
for the vnſpeakable ſtraungenefle thereoft.,ſcaicely 
credible, for they neuex,xgcciued all the time of 
their{eruice anie one moneths pate. I hauc ſecne 
Lieutenants and Enfignes of them govp and down 
the campe begging their bread, couered only with 


alder mantles about their: ſhoulders, and have my . 


{clfe relecued ſome of them. Shortly atter came P/- 
got,who brought with him fir 10h» Norris his regi- 
menr,beeing well neere a thouſand, as tall and well 
appointed men as were in Europe,” whoſe ſcruice, 
how meritorious and ;beneficiall itzwas vnto the 
Spaniardes,l lcays to their iudgementesthat knory 
the 
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The Uſage of the 

the Countrie.For by renderingof .1/oft vnto him, 
they were the occaſion that he got Darmeunde the 
Saſſe,the fortes of Leiskins hooke, Saint Amthonies,and 
Saint Margarets,the beſt part of the land of Waſt, & 
in manner Ga#zt it ſelte,as theſequel ſhewed, Not- 
withſtanding all which ſeruice, they were wythin 
two yecres ſpace, what with hunger, the gallowes, 
& rigorous dealing, conſumed and brought to no- 
thing. And laſtat Szalbrooke, euen againſt the yeeld- 
ing vp of .Antwarp, whenall othernations were to 
recciue theircountand reckoning,they onely were 
infamouſly caſhierd without anie one monethes 
pay. And which of all other is moſt monſtrous and 
{carſe credible,whereas ſome ofthe Capraines, not 
- long before had made them of theyr owne purſes 
new and fayre Enſignes, thoſe Enſignes were vio. 
lently taken awaie from thoſe that bare them, and 
detained: Whichabuſeand wrong,though captain 
Treſhamand theother Captaines complained off to 
the Duke with great proteſtations, yetthey coulde 
neuer obtaineanie reſtitution. | 

Somewhat before this time, when the whole 
campe was at the ſiege of Dermoundpaide two mo- 
neths,they onely though of all others moſt trauel- 
ledin the trenches, wading euerie night boſome 
high to theyr waſt,andhauing had more men ſlaine 
in that ftege than aniec other regiment in the whole 
campe,could not recejue one pennie,notwithſtan- 
ding they had paſſed in muſter with the reſt, and 
ſome of the Captaines bribed the Commiſlaric, 


thinking thereby tomake a greathand. Butin _ 
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of money;when they ſhewed the Duke, they were 
fcornfully by himturnedofto the Contadores,of 


whom they receiued the moſt baſe & opprobrious. 


es that cuer were given ſaldiers , 8& were in, 
nereiefted without eucr receiuing one halipeny.. 
Andlaftly, whenthe Regiment was caſt, whereas 
che pay of a reformed Captaine amonglt them, of 
whar Nation focucr he bce,is fortic crownes, they 
gtuc onelyroour Engliſh captaines fiue andtwen- 
cicamoncth.

lecte,the Duke badde take awaie the oldedronken 
foole : chegriefe whereof ſtrake the old man ſo.ro 
the heart,that he went home and dycd within. ſixe 
dayes,and his fonne for lacke of his raunſome was 
ſhortly after hanged ar Perges. Pigot himſclfe being 
ſome rhree yeeres ſince taken,and Berne, berweene 
Gannt and Bruges, were neucr relecued with-anje 
one. petime towardes their chatges or raunlomes, 
Pizot was {uffred miſerably: to end his dates in pri- 
ſon,and fo had Barre alſo,bur that his wife, by hee 
ſoltcirarion, found ſuch fauour among/his private 
fricnds;char ſhe gotas much as paide htsraunſome;

is theirdeſirc) and not by traiterous muſchicte ſeck 
ro murther and depriue her. They learncd notthat 
ofthe ancient Chriftians in the primitiue church. 
Bur they will fay.ſhe hatirexecured many femina- 
ty pricits : T confeſſe ſhe hath indecde by cutting 
them offpreſerucd her rcalme-from many diſcaſcs 
that rankled within the ſame. Burt yer hath: fhee 
xrocceded' therein in fo gracious and mercttull a 
rt,that fhee bath witneſſed ſufficiently ynro the 
worlde, howe loath ſhee is tocome vnto bloud, fo 
long'as therc is any other remedy in the workdero 
bee vſed. For her Maieſty knoweth, her councell 
knowerh,youandT, and the whole rorld knove- 
eth,thatthe comming of theſe Semninaties; prieſts, 
and Tefitires , ro reconcilemen, as they tcarme it, 
to theobedicnce ofthe Roman Chutch, is dire&> 
ly and obſtinarcly to alienate and diucrr theyr 
mindes fiom het Maieſty , and to encline them to 
bee ready to aſsiſt any enemy cyrher . within or 
without the rcalme, that ſhall colour his cauſe yn- 
der the pretext of religion, Her Maicſty, I fay,and 
Councell, and all good ſubicts knowing this, and 
foreſeeing the danger thar might'rhercof inſue, 
forbade by Ace of Parhament theſe ſeminaries to 
enter into her realme, or to vfe or exercife anye 
fuch'ſeditious doQrine,limiting'therwithal a time 
to ſach as were within the realme, rodepartout of 
cheſame; But this fifficed nor,theſe goodfellowes = 
thinke no lawes good or tobe obeyed, butfichas 
they make theraſclues, |

- In they.cameas faſt3s before, greate numbers 
efthem were taken & impriſoned, whom thougl 
her Mateftic deſcruedly and with great iuſtice, (c- 
{pccially che daylye miſcictc ſtirred vp within the 
Realme by their ſcditious prattifes+ confidered) 
might hauc exccutcd as trattours and rebelles , yer 
the grearnefle of her princely clemencie and com- 
10n was ({o loth co come vato bloud , that ſhee 
caufed them all once more to be pardoned, and 
to bee pur out of the Realme, bur with expreſle 
commayndement neuer to returne ia like ſort : ia 
dooing otherwiſc they ſhould bee lure ro finde no 
fuour. All this would not ſcrue their rurncs, but 
in diſpight of her Maieſtic and contempt of her 
lawcs,ſfundcie of them returned, of which ſome of 
them being raken, hauc receiucd the hire of theyr 
graccleſſc diſobedience and rebellous attempt. 

But chat her Maicftic ſecketh nor bloud, as they 
moſt falſely gaue our, 'appeareth by her clemencic 
vicd to ſundtie of them , raken by her ſouldicrs in 
the Low Countrics, who though they were of fir 
William Standley his crewe andadhercars,her moſt 
protetled enenues, yer ſceing they were nor taken 
within England , ſhce graciouſly pardoned them, 
and cauſcd.co be ſet ar > as in gluing ſomclicle 
recompenceto thole ſouldicrs that had taken them 
priſoners, V Vhere1s thea her rigor you ſpeake of 
I hope the king of Spaine keeperh another maner 
of rule in his Countries, ouer all Speine; Portagall, 
Lombardie, Naples,8 Cicilia,w hotocucr (pcaketh a _ 
word,or makes the leſt ſigh in the world co diflike

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The Vjage of the 
his religion there eſtabliſhed, or any one poynt or 
ceremonie thereof, his crucll miniſters s 8 Inqui- 
fitours, cauſe without remiſsion to be burnt alue : 
as for example, There was this laſt yeerea Citizen 
in _A#twerpe,one Gyles Ret a ſhoomaker, thatgo- 
ing into Spaize about ſome bulines,was apprehen- 
ded for ſmuling atthe Image of our Lady,broughr 
beforethe: Inquilitours , and by them preſentlye 
condemned to fire, and with him an Engliſh-man . 
for the lyke cauſe: whoſe name the Gentleman that 
fawe them burned knewe not : but hee tolde mee 
thar at the time of their execution, there mounted 
on a ſcaffolde chereby rwo Ieſuites, forbidding the 
people vpon paine of Excommunication to praie 
tor them,ſaying that they had delivered them both 
ouer in bodic and ſoule rothe deuill, as thoſe that 
dicd obſtinate and wilfull heretikes. I would faine 
knowe how hee would doe with Miniſters, it hee 
mthouldecarch-them in Spaie , as the Queene bath 
donepricſts in England. As for his Lowe Coun« 
tries, I neuer heard but of two taken,and that was 
atrhe ficge of Dermond, and they were both put in 
to ſackes/by the Spaniards , and throwne into the 
rivers 2455235 wr 

- Thus ts mndeede Tyrannie, and not that which 
her Maicſtiedoth,who is alwaics readie toreceiue 
into-gracc and fauour thoſe of whome ſhee hath a- 
ny hope that they will become good ſubtets, and 
hack: (asT hauc heard) offered cucn at the hource of 
their death her princely mercy and fauour.to ſome 
ofthem, if they woulde haue promiled to _— 
goo 
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good ſubicgs. +2 alt ont 
Oh how different from this is their proceeding 
heere which you ſec ſo highly commended ! Bur 1t 
is the nature of men, eſpecially of thoſe, whoſe 
iudgements arc not ſetled as they ſhoulde bee, al- 
wales to miſlike and loath thoſe thinges to which 
they arcaccuſtomed , thinking ather rothem 'yn- 
known far better . If you did bur once ſee the tyra- 
. nous viage &cxplication.what is yſed in matter of 
religis to the poore people vaderthe Spaniſh go- 
ucrament in this Conntric, I doubt not but you 
would bc of another opinion,cſpecially the wotul 
ſlaucrie conſidered in which the cleargie, or rather 
the raucoing multitude of Teſuites, Frters, Monks 
and prieſts dockcepe their minde ſubicted . Iris. 
not ſutticicat that they hold their mindes ina per- 
pctuall deſpaire, pronouncing yppon cucric frtuo- 
lous point damnation ynto themcbut withal, they 
compecll them perforce to offerings, to buying: of 
pardons and indulgences,to giue thera money to- 
wardes the reparation of their Churches,piftures, 
images,and waxe candles, alwaics hauing onedc- 
uice or other-in hand ro robbe them; and to drawe 
from them their ſubſtance : for whoſocuer yeel- 
deth not to cuery of theſe demaunds,, is preſeatly 
an heretike. i153. 
The beſt houſes in the Towne they take vio- 
lently from the true owners,and apptopriate ynto; 
rhemlelues,ſaying it is meete that God ſhould firſt: 
be ſerucd before man. There is no onedaie but the 
poorecitizens are punithed _ peſtered with one 
; or 
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er other of their orders of Fricrs, Monkes, Mend» 
cants,Capuchines,Candles, and monie towardcs 
the reparation of their Churches, and which they 
muſt nor be denied, vnleilc you will bce preſently 
accuſed for an heretike.  . ; 
Burthe beſt is,to ſee how buſicand diligent they 
are when they hcare of a wealthie man thatlyeth 
ſick,and is in danger of death. This is their chiefeſt 
harueſt and moſt 9ptimepreda:then they commend - 
vnto him the pouecrrie of their cloiſtcr,and-the me» 
rite that hce ſhould gaine, as becing for euer to bee 
remembred in their maſles, as one of theyr beye- 
facors:the Ieſuits and Cordelleres are at this pre-. 
ſent in procefle of Spaine about this matter of viſi- 
cation of ficke mcn,sx articulo worts. The Teſuitcs 
faicthar it appertaincs vatathem, becauſe theyr 
profels1on is attiuc, & alwaics ſtirring among the 
flocke, and to doc goodin the worlde abroade, 
whercas thatofthe Cordelleres is contemplatiue, 
and fo by conſequence , moſt decent that they 
fhoulde containe themichues within theyr cloy- 
licrs. | | 
The Cordellercs oa the other fide replyc, that 
theyr profeſsion is meckencle, innocencie,and po- 
ucrtie, and ro. doc good yntoall men, As for the 
Teſuites, that they are proudc,ambitious, aſpiring, 
medlers in marcers of ſtate,men of great riches,and 
couctous of more, and therctorc by no mcanes- to: 
bee adnutted-to ſuch as lye at the article of death, 
The marter hath beene much argued of, and great- 
ly debated in Spaine, and belades, the Icluutes have- 
" | openly 
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opcaly inueighed againſt them in. the publike 
ſchooles of Lowaine ; yet notwithſtanding how c- 
uerthe cry goerh againſt them , they holde theyr 
owne, But chis b7 the way, fecing it comcs ſo wel 
zo our purpole,. I cannot chuſe bur tell you a prety 
icaſt which happened this laſt Summer in their 
ParTes. 

A Marchant of CMutwerpe., whoſe name was 
Hamel, being ſicke ofa conſumption. or feauer-c- 
thike, the Iclaites knowing him to bee a man of 
great poſleſſions,and withour children, preſentlye. 
repayred vnto him vnder.colour of fpirituall con- 
ſolation, laying beforc him the yanitic of this _lyfe 
and the certainty, ofthe worlde to :come: wyth 
ſundry other. perſwaſiens, as of all men lyuing; 
they haue their tongues moſt at will:withall,com-- 
mending yntos him theirorder., as of all other the: 
moſt. meritorious, perfect, and acceptable to God,. 
and to which our, holye father the Pope and his 
predeceſſors haue granted more indulgences than 
to any other order whatſoever : they brought the 
poore man,being of himſeltc ſimple, 1nto their lo- 
ciety, thinking that there was no other way to bee. 
faucd,and withall before hand infeofked their col- 
lege with his land, which was two hiidred pound. 
a ycere,giuing them befides,much goods and riche. 
moucables,and when kehad fo done, died within 
three monerhs after the ſame : his next hcires,, by: 
coun{ell of their friends,put the Teſuires 1a ſutte,a-. 
gaynſt which, though they oppoſed themſclues. 

with all yehemencic, yer to theyr grear ſhame and, 
| reprchenſion 
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reptchenfion, fentence was uu apayeft them, 
Notwithſtanding they would not pineover, bit 
by the meanes, aid, and _— of prefident Pemxe- 
key,vho is one of theyr beſt children, they appeat 
Iedfromthencero the councell of B-uſſeh, gerting 
che cauſe after ſentence giuen tobce remooucd , p 
rhing vauſuall or ſcarccly cuer heard off before , as 
yet Rows the proceſlc hangeth , by hooke or by 
_ crooke it is thought they will have it in the ende. 
Another time a riche and wealthy Merchaune of 
Aurwerp,bur one in that point whoſe deuotion & 
ſcrupulocity ouer-went his wifdome,cemming to 
chem in confeſsion , and telling them of ſome ya- 
ſt gaine with which he felt his confcience touch- 
cd,they fuddenly with fandry terrifiyng fpecehes, 
roldc him thar hee' was inthe ſtate of damnation, 
out of which he could not bee delyvered, vntyll 
 ſachrime as hee had made reſtitution as well of 
that confeſſed, as of all other mony and goods thar 
hee had by viſury valawtully gotren, laying bcfore 
him, Quod none dimittitur peccatum niſt reſtituatar 
oblatum: with ſundry other ſuch ſentEces,of which 
they had Rore:in finc , they put the poore man 1n- 
ro ſuch feace of conſcience, that he yelded to make 
reſtiturion,if ſo the ſame might bee done without 
his vndoing,dyſcredire,or ſhame. VVhereupon to 
comfort him agayne,but in deede fearing leaſt that 
if they dealt roo rigoroufly with him they ſhould 
get nothing, they roldc hin, thatifin fteade of all 
ſuch intereſtand iniuryes, with which hee felt his 
conſcienceburdencd, hee would onely be content

to deliuet ynto them ſome ſuch ſumme of monic, 
as without his vndoeing,hce thought conuenicnt- 
ly he might ſpare, they woulde take it yppon theit 
ſoules to ſec the ſaid ſurnme imploicd ypon good, 
ycrtuous, and charitable yſes,to the —— 
fite and mcrite of his ſoulc,andas athing more ac- 
ceptablc to God,and leſſc ſcandelous to the werld 
than if he ſhould make reſtitution ro whome it ap- 
pertained, and that wete by that his yſuric intereſ- 
ſed, V Vhereupon the Marchant beeing well @tiſh- 
ed in conſcience, gauc them the monic, and they 
him their abſolntion. 

But I will hold you no longer with the recitall 
ef theſe things, of whichif I would catreate, their 
umpicy would yeelde me too much marter. My 

rincipall meaning and intention onely beeing to 
er you ſee, that ynder heauen there is no ftate ſo 
wickedly, impioully, 8: deuouringly goucrncd in 
matter ofrcligion and conſcience, as theſe here yn- 
der the Spaniard. I thinke the recital of their miſc- 
ries would rather breede in you admiration than 
belecte, ſo far doth the ſame exccede the compaſſe 
of al their ryrannies that cucr were ved, thete be- 
ing no calamity in the world of which they haue 
not taſted of. Their noblemen'& rulers',in whole 
yertue and coutage conliſted their chiefeſt refuge 
in times paſt, when they were'wronged & tytan- 
nixcd, have beene murdered, ſtran pled, poiſencd, 
and flayne'by the bloudy miniſters of their crudl 
king:the7 areraxed in great ſummes,and tumbers 
of mcn ſent yielcntly into France & forrcin wats, 
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and the relikes of their nobility forced to go with 
the in perſon, to their apparant ſlaughter, lcauing 
tn the mcanc time their countrics in ptay te the c- 
nemy, their yillages flaming 1a fire,8 their towns 
batrercd abour their cares wyth the'canon, their 
priuiledges arc by wrong aud tyranny taken from 
chem, their cities that ſometimes ſtrined with op- 
pulency and glorie with the goodlieft and greatelt 
of the world,are goucrned by baſe and barbarous 
Spaniardes, bridelcd with their garriſons and ca- 
ſtcls,and forraged 8 ſpoyled by the,at ſuch time 
as their payment faileth, No face of juſtice in their 
common-yvealth, but the ſame is pliable to the wil 
of ſuch ſtrangers as are goucrnors of their towns, 
8 captains of their caſtles, their goodly haucas, 
harboring ſometimes with innumerable ſhips la- 
den with marchandiſe from all parts of the world, 
arc now frequented euen of the fiſher- boates, their, 
crafficke ceaſed, and their rownes almoſt deſarte ; 
in the moſt of which, of renne houſes rogether, 
there are ſcarſe three inhabited, their villages a- 
broade burned and oucrgrowen with buſhes, their 
goodly meddowes and frujrfull paſturcs drow- 
ncd many miles wide and long , by letting in of 
fluces, and cutting downe ditchcs. Themanſion 
houſes and caſtcls of their, Nobilitic abuſcd and 
throwen downe, the errable ground waſte and 
yntilled, infomuch that there a man way haueas 
much land as hee will, and thankes withall,for the 
oncly mangrlng thereof. As for the poore labou- 
ring pcoplc of the country , for the mgſt part they 
are 
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are all tarued and coſumed with hunger,of which 
diſeaſe, I my ſclfe haue knowne twe thouſand die 
1n one ſummer , ſo that you may ride in ſomepla- 
ces an hundred mileswithour ſeeing of a man,wo- 
man or childe, ynleflce ir bee ſome poore lillic ſoute 
that commeth creepin gout of the woodes hunger 
ſtarued, more like contuſitated ghoſtes, than a Iy- 
uing chriſtian creature, And yet all theſc in a ma- 
ner happicr , becauſe they are atan cade of theyr 
miſeries,than fuch as doe live within the inhabi- 
ted places of the countrie,as Cempine and the hand 
of V Vaſt:and theſc ofall the people in the world I 
take to be the moſt wretchedft.Ouer cnery village 
of theſe are appoynted certaine horſmen,to whon 
they areall to pay monethly contribution , ſome 
ren pounds, ſome twentic,and ſome thirtic, ſome 
moreand ſome lefle, I knew one village that paide 
an hundred poundes cuery monerh, called Tar- 
zolt-:but they payde it ſo long, till all the dwellers 
ranneaway,and hauenow in amanner left it yoid 
ofinhabutauntes. Ouer this village and the whole 
Countrie is appoynted a Commillaric called $ygo- 
#io for the payment of theyr contributions , of all 
tryrants)ining the moſt cruelleſt, and of leaſt con- 
fcience. ' VVhoif they faile,and doe norbring in 
theyr money at the laſt day ofthe moneth , hee 
fendes forth troupes of horſe-mento take the beſt 
ofthemipriſoners, and withall, ro drive hotmc-tof 
their; quarters or garriſons. ſuch ſheepe,oxen; or 
cattell wharſocucras they fiade in thoſe villages? 
which kce'cauſeth ,” if the moncy followe 'not! 
oy G2 within 
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withinfive or fixedaies atthe furtheſt;to be (old at 
the drum or Trumpet,and withal, forceth them to 

| payagrcatfine, the one halfe of which hee retay- 
neth to himſelfe,and the other to the ſoulers, for 
their out-roads and forbearance of the money.But 
the miſeric of theſe poore people endeth nor here, 
for beſides all this, they are forced many times to 
lodge ſoldicrs in their houſcs,as they march along 
the countric vpon ſeruice,at which time it is 1ncre- 
diblewhar ourrages they receyue, their cattell k1l- 
led , theircornethreſhed out and giuen to horſe, 
their cheſts broken vp,their goods cut to the verie 
fhcetes and tikes ofbcds, ſtollen and carried away 
by the ſoldiers when they march, themſelucs bea» 

| ten, and their wines and theirdaughtrers abuſed: 
and in fine, whatclfe is to the nature: of man gric- 
uous and. intollerable, they are conſtrained to in+ 

_ dure. Neither is the condition of the poorecitizens 
er towngs-men any better, who being foiced tore: 
cciuc garriſon,and to lodge ſouldicrs-in their hou- 
{cs, imparting co them the beſt chambers and com> 
modirices of the ſame,neuer hearing from them a- 
nic ocher worde;, eſpecially if they pleaſe not:cthem 
1nall cheir exhorbirantdemand,,than Perhamengo; 
Lather ano, Borchis,&c.Y ct,belides, they are dayiyC 
wearicd out with continuall exiftions and taxati- 
ons;as the hundred pennie,the tenth pennie ,- and 
oncceayercc withour faile, the fiftly pennic of all 
their gaods and landes,belides infinireother pilla- 
gcs and garherings towardos the-making of 'tam- 
_pires;bulwarkes, ballaſadowes, countercerpes, _ 
A Ws 2. ene 
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the reparation of their wals, and to giuing of mu- 
nition,bread, beere,and checlceyto =S Couldicrs as 
fall paſſe by their rownes diſtreſiced of yiRualles, 
with onfir fuonJke.l hauc knawen(I ſpeak wot 
my faizh) pore people of Axtwerpe forced go. {cl 
their beiddes they, he vppon,20 ausfic their tyran- 
pous exadtions,which if they ſhould not doc, cxe- 
cution of their goods,attachment of their perſons, 
Rouldepreſenryyfolloye.: Bur which is moſt be 
yond reaſon, whereas withinthe townes themgſt 
part of their houſe; are vacantand ynhired, yer the 
owners of them are taxcd according, tothe yalue 
in which they were wont to bee hired. Inſomuch, 
that in ABrwerpe & ther tovyncsyit.is a Matter VE 
ric yſual for men to dilclaime,and quit their owanc 
houſcs;thereby ro. be exempted offich paiment.as 
otherwiſe by reaſon of thE they are charged with, 
& thar they do iuriſdicially before the magiſtrate, 
at which time the Aizen coroxcth in, and ccaizerh 
ypon themcothe kings vic. Beſides, whenas ſun- 
dric Gentlemen, and,other the.jnbabitants of this 
countric,hauing certaine annuall rents iſſuing out 
and charged ypon the kings demaines in zhe Dur- 
chic of Brabang, at leaſtto the. yeerely.value of ren 
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thereofto the maintenance of the troupes ofhorſe 
men.Burt what ſhall I trouble you any longer with 
recounting vntoyou the afsiſe, impoſitions,taxes, 
extortions, pillages, and heautc intollerable bur- 
. 'thens laid ypoiithisaftlited peor people, by their 
vniuſt artdcrucll king. Compare now(I pray you) 
hecrewith, your th of goucrnment at home, 
and tell me which ofthem two you thinke to bee 
"moſt fortunate, Doth her M arzsr rdealc in this 
order withyou, whoſe geucrnment you ſo much 
*miflike = Oh God, how can you be ſo perucrſe,ſec- 
ing the bleſledneſle wherein ſhee mainrtaines you, 
as not to acknowledge theſame? How gentle are 
thehelpes andſublidres which ſheexafteth of you, 
without-the vndooing or hindcrance 'ofany mat 
of whom they are exatted? Andon the other ſide, 
how profuſely ſpendeth hee her owne treaſure for 
the maintenance of your wiues,and children, and 
perents, in repolciuſtice ahdfeeuritie. Ohpray to 
God for herlong hifeand proſperous ecſtare, for in 
her conſiſteth the tipe of yourfelicttie! 7 
VVhereas the aduerſaric hath beaten. into your 
heads;thar the ſtate ſtandesdaungerons "as beeing 
farre roo feeble and notſtfficient towithſtand and 
refit {6 mighrie and oppoſite an'enemic as is the 
king of Spaine,terrifying with millions of gold & 
innumerable nations encrwhome hee commaun- 
derh;1 hopeby the cle? and tuidenttcaforis1ihal 
ſheivy6uromakeyonynderftatiditharthe fame of 
him is ſaniegreaterthan REDrceln rharthere is 
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no prince this day. inthe world -whoſceſtatc ſtan» 
dcth more tickle and ready to ruine than his, and 
that there is no cauſe why we ſhould fear him, but 
many why he ſhould feare vs, Firſt, that hee is the 
moſt mighty and oppulent prince of Europe, ds 
not deny, it hee had vſed moderation in his great- 
neſle, and acknowledged the bencfites which God 
hath beſtowed vpon him with thankfulneſſe., Bur 
fuch is the ſtate wherentito his ambitious aſpiring 
hath at this prefſcat brought him, or rather the re- 
| uengefull hand of God which hangeth ouer his 

hicas for his horrible, tyrannics and od1ous offen- 
ces, eſpecially for his wicked pariacide and mur- 
ther committed yppon the perſon of his wife, his 
ſonne,and ſundry others of his beſt and trueſt ſub- 
ie&s: that he is in the midſt of theſe his riches, 1n- 
digent,poorc,and indebted, vnable to giue fatisfa- 
Qion to ſuch ſouldiers as he maintaineth,to which 
cnd he 1s ferced to cxtort vpon his poore ſubiects, 
and tyrannize over them, Ofthis his indigency 8 
beggery , wee.ſcecucry day experience here before 


our eyes, his owne natural ſubieQs,the Spaniards, , 


being the beſt diſciplined ſouldicrs he hath,and of 
whom he makerth greateſt account, are forced for 
want of their paimer,which is now three yeres be- 
hind,to ceaſe his towns and artillary, to contemne 
his commandements and praclamations,& finally 
to bend their armes & diſplay their Enſtgncs vpon 
the wals againſt the Duke, To remedie which mu- 
tinie,there was poſt ypon polt ſent into Spain,yct 


in ſeuen monerhs there could no. monic be found. . 
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Notwithſtanding many 8 moſt important detri- 
ments, he receyued by accafion ofthis mutiny, as 
the loſle of Breds, the retardaunce 'of the French 
Kecours, the danger of Namigen,che. whereas the 
wholeſutmme they demaunded was not much a- 
boue fiftecn thouſand. Befides, do but loeke into 
the maner of his proceedings in theſe lowe coun- 
tries with his ſouldiers, (of which becauſe I haue 
beſt experience I will chicfly ſpeake) and you ſhall 
find norhing in the world more beggatly and in- . 
digent, Netther (as I heare)is it better in his other 
prouinces, which verily I belceue, ſecing ofall 0- 
thers it imporreth him to vſethem beſt, as being 
his eldeft,perfeQeſt in gory as & beſt cxperien- 
ccd troupes,and in fine,thole ynts whom he chicf- 
lieft repoſerh, as the onely ypholders and maintai- 
nance of him in his tyranny. Yet was there neuer 
in the world ,1 dare vndertake, King nor Prince, 
how bankeroutr, or necdy ſocuer, in whoſe ſeruice 
ſo many brauec ſouldicrs have died ofhunger , or 
that hane ſed fuch cooſning trickes and f ifts to 
Koppe necclsitics, and to decejue his ſouldics as he 
_ hath dence. 

Firft, the couutrey not being yet fully conſu 
med, waſted, and deftroyed, he authorized his ol 
diers to fpoylc and ſtcale rhe goodes and cattell © 
the poore pefants, forcing them to raunſome theyr 
houſcs from fire, and their perſons from murther, 
by which mcancs the fouldiers lingered in ſuch 
ſort, that I haue knowen them remaine three yetes 
together withourone menths pay, But afrerward 
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Autwerpe,>cing rendered, & by reaſon of the ge» 
nerall deuaſtation of the countrie,the ſouldicrs tai- 
ling to finde cheir wonted relicte and praice, grewe 
into ſo great and miſcrableextremitie,that it wasa 
great matter to findetweatie ſouldiers vnderauy 
Enſigac. The Spaniards mutined vpon the S/4u« 
das, whome they found meancs to appeaſe wyth 
ſome few months paiment. The V Vallounds mu- 
tincd 1n Laiskine, Honlke,and theland ofthe Wat, 
the Almaines went by hundreds begging vp and 
downc the (treets of Antwerp barclegged, and bare 
footed, or in manner naked, the Italians ftarued in 
their quarters,and diuers ofthem be1ng in gariſon 
in Bredz,ran thence to Huiſden,and to other towns 
of che enemy, To remedy all which inconucnien- 
ces, he found mcanes to deale with the Italian Ba- 
kers of Antwarp for cloth and filke, as Northerne 
kerltes,packe-clothes,baies,refuſc Italian filkes, ta- 
king vp the ſame ypon excelgiuc intereſt yerely to 
accrtayne ſumme:for reccit of which, and deliue- 
ry out agayne, hee appoynted a Spaniard,one Chr; 


feapher Creſa, aman of moſt wicked conſcience, to - 


be tus treaſurer. Then he began to grant payments 
to the whole campe, horſe and foote, 8 ynto ſuch 
gentlemen and penſioners as were in great cxtre- 
mity,& had bin long ſutors : which f hauing 
receiuel, were forced for want of mony preſently 
to make ſale thereof for the third of that value in 


which they recciued it: ſothat a ſouldier hauyng- 


fourcteene ſhillings a moncths pay,recciued onely 
foure 
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foure ſhillings an1ſixepence. And hehath his fac* 

tors and brokers abread to buy thoſe ſayd clothes 

and {ilkes again, which he deltuercth preſently out 

of the firſt price to the next that comes, and ſo fill 

forth dcliuering and buying the ſame againc for 

the third part of the price, inſomuch that with an 

hundred pounds he maketh ten thouſand poundes 

in ayecrc, and yet ſomerimes he maketh them ſtay 

fourcor five moneths before he will deliucr chem 

cloth, or any contentmentatall . And ſometimes 

hee ncucr troubleth himſclfe with the deliuery of 
rhecloth, but cauſcth their aſsignatis to be boght, 

as now at this inſtant ſir J}//:/l;am Standly betorec his 

departure had obtaincd a Liberanca for two mo- 

ncths for his regiment, amounting to an hundred 

and fifty pounds, the payment thereof, hath beene 
deferred till this preſent, and is now ſolde in Ant- 

werpe to one of h1s fators for three ſcore poundes, 

and yet hcethar ſolde it made a good bargaine. I 

hauc knowen diuers thar- hauec ſolde diucrs ſuch 
Liberancas tor chirty pounds, and cight and twen- 
ty pounds in the hundred. Yet this payment how 
bad ſocuer , hath fomewhar contented the ſouldi- 
crs foure or fiuc yecres, rather hauing that than no- 
thing.But now alſo the ſame is dryed vp and come. 
ro nothing. Payments hauc beenethis halfe yeere 
very l{carſe,and with much difficulty, for che mar- 
chants haucat this inſtanr yttcrly refuſed ro furniſh 
him with any more wares , both becauſe the ſame 
wherein he ſtandeth already indebred ynto them

amounteth to an exceſsiue mattcr,as alſo he begin- 
acth to wrangle with them, aboute the 1nrereſt of 
which he craucth modcration : ſecing beſides be- 


fore their cies ſo many preſidents of mea ruined, 


yndone,and diſhonored,fuch as he hath delt with- 
all,of which, what more apparaunt example maye 
there be than thar of $.Sineres a Portugal marchant 
and one of the chicteſt &beft reſpeted marchit of 
Antwerpe,both for the wealth and credit which he 
poflcſied, as allo for the ſecuritie and vprightneſle 
which he handled: the Duke of Parma redutted of 
Hntwerpe,the paſſage of the riuer ſhut yp, and rhe 
countries and townes afflited with greatdearth8& 
ſcarcity of corn,at which time ric was at 44.s.ſtcr- 
ling the virendel in Antwerpe,8 withal being dai- 
ly cricd vpoa by the gencrall of Yibres for muniti- 
en & corn to victual the camp, the old ſtare being 
cleanc conſumed : knewe no other meanecs than to 
dealc cacneſtly with this S. Sizeres, and other mar- 
chants that had trade with Hanborongh,Lubeck, and 
the Eafterlings, which countries were repleniſhed 
with corn,to make ſome aduenture thether fer the 
rcleefe of the countrie: he amongft the reſt ſhewed 
not himſelfe vnwilling to enter into an ation ſo 
charitable and vertuous,if ſo be his pains might be 
requited,and hee ſufficiently warranted and kept 
free from ſuch danger as mighr inſuc,cither by pe- 
ri] of ſea,takiog of the cnimucs,or loſſe in the ſame: 
when it came to this end,the duke ſent into Spaine, 
and procured him the kings Leuters of aflurance in 
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the moſt ample manner poſsible, incoutaging him 
with much thankes & many promiſes to proceed, 
which hee did with the aduenture of moſt part of 
his credite and goods, inſomuch , that hee laded 
three fhippes of which one was ſcattered by tem- 
peſt,and caſt away vpon the coalt of Scotlande,the 
other two came ſafclic hume to Callice, but at that 
time ſuch was cither the il luckot him,or the good. 
lucke of the countrey,that vpon anew plentic har- 
ueſt which they had, corne was abated from forrie 
fourc fhillinges the Virendell, to fixc ſhillinges, at 
which price the Duke, by the kings appointment, 
bought his prouiſion and munition, vtterlye refu- 
ſing that of Syweres,{o that he was faine, whileſt he 
made his ſure to the king,to keepe the ſame ſo long 
vpon his owne hands,that it yvenowed and waxed 
muſtiezin ſome ſort, that he was faine to throw the 
greateſt part away , without cuer to this day bee- 
1ng able to receyue of the king one penny of re-. 
compence, inſomuch that hce was forced, to the 
wondertull griefe,ſhame atid contuſion of him, bis - 
wife, his children, and friends, hauing before time 
liucd in the greateſt honour and magnificence of 
any Marchant in the Towne, to breake banque- 
rout,and is at this preſent ſuing to the Duke, and 
the priute Councell at Bruſſels, for a protection to 
keepe his. bodie from atrachment, 

Theſcare the rewardes and recompence that 
this mightic Monarch giueth to thole that imploy 


their indcuours in his ſeruice.Of which if you doe 
defire 
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deſire to haue better experience, looke bur into the 
office of his treaſurer at Bruſſe/s,and there you ſhall 
dayly and hourely fec'a token ſutficient of his op- 
pulencie and great' magnificencic, rhereſhall you 
finde a miſerable troupe of ſutours, with a(lsignati- 
ons for monie, graunted them by the Duke, ſome 
of which haue loft a legge or an arme, eyther tho- 
rough age or infirmitie, that hath gotten their L1- 
ſence and Pafport to deparr into their Countries, 
ſome pretending one cauſe and ſome another, bur 
no one man able in two ycres falowing to get one 

ennic: fo that there 1s no yeere but a great num- 
bis of them dic in thepurſuite for hunger, yea,and 
ſome ofthem euen at bis gares. Ot my faluation I 
ſpeake ir, hauc knowen ſome poore people, that 
for the ſumme of {ixe poundes haue followed him 
three yeeres ; when eyther hee gocth our, or com- 
meth into his houſe, hee is faine to go thorough 
gardens and by-wayes ,.to deceyue his poore ſu- 
tors, who otherwiſe afſayed him, though in vaine, 
with ſuch ruthfull cryes , that ic would pearfe anie 
mans heart to heare them. V Vhich beggerlinefle, 
and miſcric, ſundrie worthic ſouldicrs of ſtraunge | 
nations ſceing, eſpecially the baſe and vaworthie 
viage which they themſclues receined, haue aban= 
doned that banquerout ſeruice, as John Baptiſta de 
Monte , and Camillo de Monte , two warlike Cap- 
taines,but now retained vnder two mightie ſtates; 
the one Generall to the Duke of Florence, the 0- 


ther to the Yenetians, who both lie in waite tocry - 
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irtance'with him, and by Gods grace ſhall one 
ay haue meanes to accompliſh their defire. Then 
ſir Martine Skinke, of whole iuſt diſcontentmecne 
and valcrous reyenge, you your ſclues in England 
are witnes, V Vhere are then the motitains of trea- 
ſurc that the mightie king poſſeſſeth? Or if yee lay 
heſpareth them to ſame other end, I pray you tell 
meto what, & when he will vic them? If not now 
the danger ofthe loſſe of his countric, fame, & reli- 
Jion,and the greatneſle of the cauſes hee hath vn- 
dertaken and confidered. No,no,it is pure want & 
extreame indigences that forcerh him to deale ſo, 
though he berich,yet the greatneſle of the cauſe he 
is entered into, doth fartc exceede the meanes hee 
hath to maintaine the ſame. Vppon the comming 
downe ot this laſt flcete hee ſer vp his reſt, and loſt 
it,not onely his owne, bur that alſo of his friendes, 
the pope,the duke of Savop,theGeneorſes, &c.which 
ſet hima into ſuch arrerages , that I thinke hee will 

not eaſily come out of them. 
| As for the treaſure of his Indians, wherein 
deede conliſteth the verie marrowe, ſtrength, and 
ſubſtance of al: his puitlance , I confefle the ſame 
to bee great, yethis charges conſidered, making

Indian flecte home-warde with a Gallyaſſe or 
wo, onely their returne accuſtomed tobe cuery 
ſixemoneths, hee is nowe forced to'maintayne 
a great and-mighty: Nauy'of many ſhippes-and 
eallycs, to his ineſtimable and continuall charges. 
Notwithſtanding all which, his returne is fel- 
dome aboue once a ycere, and. that oftentimes 
minglinglyas may be; and yetthey are ſometimes 
met withall, ſome of them ſcattered, ſome ſunke, 
and ſome of them. alſo taken by our Englithe 
ſhippes. 

It you will knowe what theſe his greatcharges 
are, on whiich hee is enforcedto employ them, 
Firſt, couſider that he ſcarcely holdeth any coun- 
trey in which hce is not conſtrained to holde gar- 

riſons-otſouldiers. As for theſe lowe Countries , I 
knowe itvppon goodand aſſured grounds, there 
hath beene no yeere theſe twenty yecres, but they 
haue coſt him one with another two millions and. 
more yeercly aboue the reuenue and other com- 
modities-receyucd thereout,, and yet howe beg-
